A TRAGEDY OF EVIDENCE, 



A Story Told by Wilkie Collins. 

At that memorable period in the 
early history of the United StateH, 
when American citizens resented the 
tyranny of George the Third and his 
Parliament, by destroying a cargo of 
taxed tea, a Bristol trader arrived in 
the harbor at Boston, having one pas- 
senger on board Tbia person was a 
youug English woman named Esther 
Calvert, the daughter of a shopkeeper 
at Cheltenham, and niece of the cap- 
tain of the ship. 

Some years before her departure 
from England Esther had suffered 
from an affliction — associated with a 
deplorable public event — which had 
shaken her attachment to her native 
land. Free, at a lator period, to choose 
for herself, she resolved on leaving 
England as soon sh employment could 
be found for her in another country. 
After a weary interval of expectation, 
the sea captain had obtained a situa- 
tion for his niece as housekeeper in the 
family of Mrs. Anderkin, a widow 
lady living in Boston. 

Esther had been well practised in 
domestic duties during the long illness 
of her mother. Intelligent, modest, and 
sweet-tempered she soon oecame a fav- 
orite with Mrs. Anderkin and the 
members of her young family. The 
children found but one fault with the 
new housekeeper; she dressed iuvari 
ably in dismal black, and it was im- 
possible to prevail upon her to give 
the cause. It was known that she was 
an orphan, and she had acknowledged 
that no relations of hers had recently 
died, and yet she persisted in wearing 
mourning. Some great grief had evi- 
denily overshadowed the life of the 
gentle English housekeeper. 

On the clay before he sailed on his 
homeward voyage, the sea captain call- 
ed to take leave of his niece; and then 
asked if he could also pay his respects 
to Mrs Anderkin. He was informed 
that the lady of the house had gone 
out, but the governess would be happy 
to receive him. At the interview 
which followed they talked of Esther, 
and agreed so Well in their good opui 
iou of her that the captain paid ti long 
visit. The governess had per- 
suadod him to' tell the Btory <>f bis 
niece's wasted life. 

But he insisted on one condition. 

"If we had been m England," ho 
said, "1 should have kept the matter 
secret for the sake of the family. Here 
in America Esther is a stranger-- here 
she will stay and no slur will be cast 
on the family name at home. But 
mind one thing 1 I trust to your honor 
to take no one into your confidence — 
excepting only the mistress of the 
house." 

More than 100 years have passed 
since these words were spoken. 
Esther's sad story may bo harmlessly 
told now. 

In the year 1762 a young man 
named John Jennings, employed as a 
waiter at a Yorkshire inn, astonished 
his master by announcing that he was 
engaged to bo married, and that he 
propound retiring from service next 
quarterday. Further enquiry showed 
that the young woman's name was 
Esther Calvert, and that Jennings was 
greatly her inferior in sociul rank. Her 
father's consent to the marriage depend- 
ed on her lover's .success in rising in 
tho world. Friends with money were 
inolined to trust Jennings and to help 
him to start a business of his own, if 
Miss Calvert'H father would do some- 
thing for tho young people on Lis side. 
Hs made no objection and tho marriage 
engagement was sanctioned according- 
ly. 

Ono evening, when the last days of 
Jennings' service were drawing to an 



end, a gentleman 01. horseback stopped 
at the inn. In a state of great agita- 
tion he told the landlady that he was 
on his way to Hull, but that he had 
been so frightened as to make it im- 
possible for him to continue his jour- 
ney. A highwayman had robbed him 
of "a purse containing 20 guineas. The 
thief's face (as usual in those days) 
was concealed by a mask; and there 
was but one chance of bringing him to 
justice. It was the traveler's custom to 
place a private mark on every gold 
piece that he carried with him on a 
journey, and tho stoh'n guineas might 
be traced in that way. 

Tho landlord (one Mr. Brunell) at- 
tended on his guest at supper. His 
wife had only that moment told him 
of the robbery; and he had a circum- 
stance to mention which might lead to 
the discovery of the thief. In the lirst 
place, however, he wished to ask at 
what time the crime had been commit- 
ted. The traveller answered that he 
had been robbed late in the evening, 
just as it was beginning to get dark. 
On hearing this Mr. Brunell looked 
very much distressed. 

"I have a waiter here named Jen- 
nings," he said, "a man superior to his 
station in life — good manners, and a 
fair education, in fact a general favor 
ite. But for some little time past I 
have observed that he has been rather 
free with his money in betting, and 
that habits of drinking have grown on 
him. I am afraid he is not worthy of 
the good opinion entertained of him by 
myself and by Other persons. This 
evening I sent him out to get some 
small silver for me, giving him a 
guinea to change, He came back in- 
toxicated telling me that change was 
not to be had. I ordered him to bed, 
and then happpened to look at the 
guinea which he had brought back. 
Unfortunately I had not at that time 
heard of the robbery. And 1 paid the 
guinea away with some other money 
in settlement of a tradesman's account. 
But this 1 am sure of; there was a 
mark on the guinea which Jennings 
gave back to me. It is of course pos- 
sible, that there might have been a 
mark (which escaped my notice) on tho 
guinea which I took out of tny purse 
when I sent for change." 

"Or," the traveler suggested, "it 
may have been one of my stolen guin- 
eas given back by mistako by this 
drunken waiter of yours, instead of the 
guinea handed to him by yourself. Do 
you think he is asleep?" 

"Sure to be asleep, sir — in his con- 
dition." 

"Do vou object, Mr. Brunell, after 
what yon have fold me, to sotting this 
matter at rent bv searching the man's 
clothes?" 

The landlord hesitated. "It seems 
hard on Jennings," he said, "if we 
prove to have been suspicious of him 
without a cause. Can you speak posi- 
tively, sir, to the mark which you put 
on your money?" 

The traveler declared that ho could 
swear to his mark. Mr. Brunell yield 
ed. The two went up together to the 
waiter's room. 

Jennings was fast asleep. At the 
very outsot of the search they found 
the stolen bag of money in bis pocket. 
The guineas — nineteen in number — had 
a mark on each ono of them, and that 
mark the traveler identified. After this 
discovery there was but one course to 
take. The waiter's protestations of in- 
nocence when they woke him and ac- 
cused liim of the robbery, were words 
(iaty contradicted bv facts. He was 
charged before a magistrate with the 
theft of the money, and, as a matter 
of course, was committed for trial. 

The circumstances were so strongly 
against him that his own friends re- 
commended Jennings to plead guilty 
and appeal to the mercy of the court. 
He refused to follow their advice, and 
he was bravely encouraged to persist 
m that decision by the poor girl, who 
believed in his innocence with her 
whole heart. At that dreadful crisis in 
her life she secured the best legal as 
sistance, and took from her little dowry 
the money that paid the expenses, 

At the next assizes the case was 
tried. The proceedings before the; judge 
were a reposition (at great length and 
with more solemnity) of the proceed- 
ings before the magistrate. No skill in 
croHs-exatnination could shake the di- 
rect statements of the witnesses. The 
evidence was made absolutely complete 
by tho appearance of the tradesman to 
whom Mr. Brunei) had paid tho mark 
ed guinea. Tho coin (so marked) waB a 
curiosity; tho man had kept it, and he 
now produced it in court. The judge 
summed up, finding literally nothing 
that he could say, as an honest man, in 
favor of tho prisotier. Tho jury return- 
ed a verdict of guilty, after a consulta- 
tion, which was a mere matter of form. 
Clever circumstantial evidence of guilt 
had nover been produced in the opin- 
ion of every person — but one — who wan 
present at the trial. Tho sentence on 
Jennings for highway robbery was, by 
the law of those clays, death on the 
scaffold. 

Friends were found to help Esther 
in the last effort that tho faithful crea- 
ture could now make — tho attempt to 
obtain a commutation of the sentence, 
She was admitted to an interview with 
the Home Secretary, and petition was 
presented to the King. Here, again, 
the indisputable evidence forbade the 
exercise of mercy. Esther's betrothed 
husband was hanged ut Hull. His last 



words declared his innocence— with the 
rope;around his neck. 

Bofore a year had passed the one 
poor consolation that she could hope 
for in this world found Esther in har 
misery. The proof that Jennings had 
died a martyr to the fallibility of hu- 
man justice was made public by the 
confession of the guilty man. Auothnr 
criminal trial took place at the assizes. 
The landlord of an inn was found guil- 
ty of having stolen the property of a 
person staying in his house. It was 
stated in evidence that this was not his 
first offence. He had been habitually a 
robber on the highway and his name 
was Brunell. 

The wretch confessed that he waB 
tho masked highwayman who had stolen 
the bag of guineas. Riding by a nearer 
way than was known to the traveler 
he had reached the inn lirst. There he 
found a person in trade waiting by ap- 
pointment {or the settlement of a bill. 
Not having enough money of his own 
about him to pay the whole amount, 
Brum II had made use of ono of tho 
stolen guineas, and had only heard the 
traveler declare that his money was 
marked after the tradesman had left, 
the house. To ask for the return of the 
fatal guinea was more than he dared 
to attempt. But one other alternative 
presented itself. The merciless villain 
insured his own safety by tho saurilico 
of an innocent man. 

After the time when the sea captain 
had paid his visit at Mrs. Anderkin's 
house, Esther's position became subject 
to certain changes. One little domestic 
privilege followed another, so gradual- 
ly and so modestly that the housekeep- 
er found herself a loved and honored 
member of iho family, without being 
able to trace by what succession of 
events she had arisen to the new place 
that she occupied. The secret confined 
to the two ladies had been strictly pre- 
served; Esther never even suspected 
that they knew the deplorable story of 
her lover's death. Her life, after what 
she had suffered, was not prolonged to 
a great age, She died — peacefully un- 
conscious of the terrors of death. Her 
last words were spoken with a smile. 
She looked at the loving friends as- 
sembled round her bed and said to 
them. "My dear one is waiting forme. 
Good-bye."

A DISCREDITED DUO AN, 

Tlio Toronto Mail ho.3 dono good eervicj 
to the Liburul-Cunsurvativu oi»uho. It lius 
been recognizud us thu loading newspaper 
of the party in Canada and itu views havo 
usually beon regarded us of a seini-otlicia! 
nature. Sir Jo fin has, however, changed 
all that. In a recent spouch at London 
he .took occasion td repudiate tho utter- 
anota of tho Mail in reference to tho Que- 
bec agitation and expressly aaid that 
neither himself nor hia ministry could bo 
hold responsible for opinions expressed 
outside of Parliament or as declarod on 
the platForm by ministora of tho cibinet. 
He mentioned this because ho differod 
altogether from tho recent lottors and 
articles in tho Mail touching upon the 
ecclesiastical system in Quebec. One of 
tho complaints made in tliose letters and 
artiolea was with reference to the system 
of tithes in that province. That system 
was really a good system. Under it re- 
ligion was supported and under it, too, 
thoso who differed from tho Roman Catho- 
lic church wore relieved of any claim t j 
contribute to tho support of that church. 
Tho Montreal Gazette, one of the moat 
powerful of, the ministerial organs, tikoa 
the Mail, too, to task, stating ttiat its ut- 
terances in so far as they related to tho 
French Canadians as a whole, or t) the 
Roman Catholic Church, to which they 
belong, or to tho position of tho Protest- 
ant minority in that province, have been 
regarded by tho conservative party, in 
Quebec at least, as well as by the great 
body of tho conservative party the Dom- 
inion over, as ill-advised, unwarranted 
and michievoua. Tho Mail has evidently 
made a groat and deplorable mistake in 
magnifying the Nation iljparty mp.vemeot 
into a French-Canadian or Catholic move- 
ment; and has absolutely misconstrued 
and uiiboonceived tho situation. That 
movement has been purely a party politi- 
cal ono, Bet in motion and guided by the 
rouges under tho cloak of Nationalism. It 
has quite failed to entrap the intelligent 
French conservatives, who are content to 
remain in the camp of their beat friends. 
Tho Mail's notion m endeavoring to raise 
a rrligious war ill Canada for political 
purposes cannot bo aaid to show much 
sagacity -it cannot have read the signs of the 
times. Those signs tell us that more lib- 
eral Views are being felt in regard to the 
great question of religiots belief 
which has boon tho cauaa of so much 
misery, una so many heart- burninga in 
the past. The Toronto Globe rode its 
Protestant horse under the late George 
Brown's management, and succeeded by so 
doing in wrecking its parly. Its illiberal 
and unauthorized statements are 
being quoted against tho liberal 
party to this day. Naturally 
the opponents of the government havo en- 
deavored to make capital out of tho atti- 
tude taken by the Mail, find have sought to 
make it appear that the government 
prompted and approved of its course. They 
have pointed out and endeavored to make 
the public believe that one organ was, at 
the diotation of the ministry, preaching a 
doctrine in Ontario which tho other op- 
posed in Quebec, attempting by this argu- 
ment to induce the peoplo to believo that 
the government was insinoere, and was 
simply Htirring up a religious cry which 
might do good service, each in its own 
peculiar way. It was not necessary for Sir 
John Macdonald to declare that ho had no 
sympathy with a crusade agaiust any aoc- 
tion of the people, and that he would never 
consent to countenance appoals to race, 
class or creed prejudices. His whole 
political life has been a testimony to tho 
fact that his views are liberal and that hu 
is without even a trace of bigotry. Just 
such men are wanted in this free young 
country of ours. Sir John's 
statement seta at rest two points 
diaiiuted by the liberal press. It proves 
that the Mail— and tho same can be 
truthfully said of every conservative jour- 
nal in the c imitry — is not controlled by 
the government, and that Sir Johu and 
Ilia colleagues have no sympathy with, 
but, on the contrary, deprecate tho tono 
and language of the articles in our Tor- 
onto contemporary having referenco to 
tho National movement. Tho repudiation 
was not necessary to 8113' one familiar with 
tho composition of the present govern- 
ment, six of whose thirteen members are 
Roman Catholics, and with the political 
career of the premier, who has ever 
striven to promote harmony and fellow- 
ship between all classes and creeds. The 
Mail, referring to the diU'erenco between 
it and Sir John and replying 
to the premior'3 repudiation of its 
course, proclaims itself an in- 
dependent journal and says: "Though 
not conscious of being influenced in the 
remotest degree by religious bigotry, tho 
Mail ia nevertheless persuaded that a 
crisis in our affairs is at hand in conse- 
quence of the overshadowing power pos- 
sessed at Toronto, Quebec and Ottawa by 
the Roman Catholic church. Wo would 
grant to every church the utmost latitude 
of thought and action within legitimate 
bounds, but tho vat t organization of which 
wo speak is everywhere invading the do- 
main of civil government and undermin- 
ing the authority of the state. After re- 
ferring to her encroachments, it Bays: 
"She has no right to appear at all as a 
church within the civil policy or secular 
administration. She ia entitled like every 
other religious body to tho widebt freedom 
of conscience and worship, but beyond 
that her claims are mere usurpations 
which must bo met and overthrown BVen 
though in the case of Quebec alterations 
of the constitution should be found 
nocess-iry. Sir John Maodonald does not 
iilmro these views and it ia needless to ssy 
that they meet with no favor from politi- 
cians on tho ( t'mr aide. It is not improb- 
able that the Mail may ne compelled to dif 
from both sitlea on some other questions 
that aro pressing f or a solution, notably 
tho lifljior question, whiah we think must 
bo handled with far more determination 
than has yet been evinced by either 
the Reform or tho Conservative parry. 
Upon other issues such as the mainten- 
ance of British oonuoction, oucourage- 
ment to native industry, construction of 
railways, etc., the Mail will continue to 
be an earnest advocate of the policy of the 
conservative party, which has done so 
much for tho material progress of this 
young community, but the public will be 
good enough to Understand that in all 
things, great and small, tho Mail will not 
bo an organ but a thoroughly independ- 
ent journal, bound at any coot to givo 
expression to its honest convictions, 
whilst treating, wo hope, with becoming 
respect, the opinions of all thoso on the 
nther side who feol called upon to Jill'er 
from us."

— The 
terms of tho now reciprocity treaty have 
caused the utmost indignation among tho 
fishing industry in Gloucester, and Demo- 
crats and Republicans unite in condemn- 
ing it. In a conversation with a reporter 
one of the largest dealers said: "Tho new 
treaty meana nothing reciprocal in fish. 
If such a treaty should be ratified, the 
fishing industry of tho country would bo 
ruined and transferred to Canada. Thia 
is what Gloucester fishermen have been 
lighting against. Reciprocity in fish 
means tho gradual decadence of the fishing 
business In the United States." 

New York, Sept. 24. — Henry George 
wsb nominated almoat unanimously for 
mayor by the trade and labor organiza- 
tions last night. 

Macon, Sept. 24. — Frank S. Hum- 
phreys was hanged to day at Milledgo- 
ville for the rape and murder of two 
ladies, Carrio Raines and Ella Hum- 
phreys (hia kinswoman), on March 4th. 
Ho confessed hia guilt to the Sheriff last 
night but mado no statement on tho 
scaffold. 

Nkw York, Sopt. 23. — A Post special 
from Hartford says: It is now stated on 
good authority that George W. Barthol- 
omew has been robbing tho company in 
which hu ia interested for several yoara. 
The first intimation that thia was a fact 
was a ststement by a friend of T. P. 
Plunkett to the effect that Bartholomew 
waa tho cause of hia downfall. When 
Plunkott's father died, the son was left 
{60,000. He invc-ated it with Barthol- 
omew and it all went. Plunkett then, for 
revenge, induced Bartholomew to put his 
name t > chocks for a largo amount and 
when thus secured ho turned about and 
loft Mio latter in the lurch. Tho audit >rs 
of the Charter Ouk Life Insurance com- 
pany are severely criticised for allowing 
$127,000 of tho funds to be loBt. Many 
city banks held Bartholomew's paper, in 
all, it ia aaid, amounting to $2,000,000. 
Tho Schuyler Eleotrio Light company aro 
losers by nearly 5200,000 and will decide 
at a meeting to -day what action to take 
in the future. Bartholomew's son iB on 
the verge of bankruptcy and will suspend 
to-day, 

Hartford, Ct., Sept. 24.-— Goo. M. 
Bartholomew was heard from to day in 
Montreal. Several lottors were received 
from him, As far aa can bo learned tho 
missives contained no facta of public in- 
ieroat. The friends of Bartholomew hero 
say that ho was under a great presfliiro at 
tho time of his flight. He would have 
died had ho stayed hero. He made tho 
utmost exertions to protoct thoso whoso 
funds ho had taken. As tho matter ia 
studied over it ia found that ho gave tho 
Charter Ouk Life Insurance Company 
8150,000 bonds which ho said were worth 
70 oenti on tho dollar, and gave tho 
Holyoko Water Power Computiy aecurity 
for all tho money that ho had rocoived 
from it, and also secured other creditors 
ub far aa he oould, whoro ho had wrong- 
fully applied funds, although the securi- 
ties were really not negotiable. The con- 
dition of the Union Manufacturing Com- 
pany has not yet boon fully ascertained, 
but. it ia behoved that thu concern owes 
about §1)00,000, which would wipe out 
the stock, but would loavo m toa worth a 
largo part of their face value. Most of 
these have hia endorsement. It. is known 
to his friends that ho only took $500 with 
him, Isaac Bolooko, of Farraington, who 



has been appointed receiver of thi 
Charter Oak Life Insurance Company, 
gave bonds in §250,000 td-day and 
qualified. 

Washington, Sept. 24.— The report of 
a treaty with Canada, which . comes in sn 
Ottawa dispatch of the 23rd, has no 
foundation in fact. No negotiations for 
any t.roaty with Great Britain on the part 
of the United States have been entered 
on. Tho convention was laid before the 
senate at the laat Bossion and was unacted 
on. It is within tho limits of possibility, 
Assistant Secretary of Stato Porter saya, 
that a project for the suggested conven- 
tion, amendatory of tho treaty of 1818, 
may havo been forwarded by tho British 
colonial office to the Canadian ministry 
for suggestions, but no credence is attach- 
ed to statements purporting to give the 
text of its provisions. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Qukntin, Sopt. 24. — About 150 
convicts mutinied yoatorday morning, and 
when ordered to go to work refused to do 
so. Tho prompt action of the ollicors in 
charge, who immediately gave orders to 
all the guards to bring their euns to bear 
upon the mutineers, had the effect of cow- 
ering them arid preventing au outbreak 
which might have ended in the escape of 
a largo number. Tho ringleadera were 
placed in solitary confinement In the 
afternoon two of the convicts got into a 
filiht in the jut j mill and upon the guards 
attempting to separate them, some thirty- 
live or forty convicts attacked them. 
Help soon arrived and several shots wero 
fired over the heads of the mob, which 
had the effect of quieting them. Six 
of them word confined in a dungeon and 
erdored to bo flogged. 

San Francisco, Sopt 24.— The West- 
ern Mill A: Lumber company's property 
at Port Hadlock has beon sold for gl30> 
000 to W.J.Adams. Tho former pro- 
prietors were D.iniel L. Randolph, and 
Tumor, Kennedy & Shaw of this city. 

N EW FO U N J )L A N D. 
Sr. Johns, (N. P.), Sept. 24 — A dis- 
aster occurred in the buy of St. John this 
morning, the British schooner Somerset 
colliding with - * tho schooner Mary Ann 
and cutting her in two. There wore 37 
passengers on board, four of whom were 
drowned. 

CANADA. 

Ottawa, (Out.), Sept. 24. — The owners 
of a number of Canadian fishing vessels of 
Charlotte county, N. B., but lately en- 
tered by their ownora at Calaia, and flay- 
ing duty to the United States enstoms for 
the purpose of enabling them to engage in 
the fisheries, and carry fish into the Unit- 
ed States free of duty aa tho products of 
American li iheries, havo become disap- 
pointed at tho outcome of their venture 
and aro petitiouiug the government to 
have their boats again recognized as Cano- 
dian bottoms. 

Inquiries in official circles fail to elicit 
any information relative to the statement 
that the Canadian government is consider- 
ing the draft of a now troaty between 
England and the United States. Poster, 
Minister of Marino and Fisheries, denies 
the truth of the report, claiming that ho 
hao not received any intelligence regard- 
ing a new treaty. 

St PAin,,Sopt.24.— A Winnipeg special 
to the Pioneer Press, eaya: It ia reported 
hore on strong authority that the Cana- 
dian Pacific has secured control of the 
Manitoba roild. Some color is put to the 
statement by tho fact that Collingwood 
Sohrieber, Dominion inspector of railways 
arrived from tho Pacific coast and staited 
over the Manitoba in hia apecial car. 

KIJSINUSS FAILURES.

San Francisco, Sopt. 23.— The Bul- 
letin, referring in its commercial article 
thia afternoon, to tho failures of business 
houses which have lately taken place in 
this est >/ , oondemns what it terms the out- 
growth of the open- book-account system. 
It advocates tue adoption of promissory 
notes at 00 or 00 days. The interior 
merchant would buy cheaper as the jobber 
would, with these notes, get lower rates 
of discount from his bank than he doea in 
the present over-draft system, by which 
the bank has no security except that of 
the jobbers. By discounting the notes of 
the buyer of the goods tho bank would 
have thu double security of buyer and 
seller. Tho adoption of this plan would 
decrease the risk of the banks and there- 
fore naturally tend to put commercial 
transactions on a sounder basis.

Dedication 61 the Svxv Society 
Building in Chinatown. 



Since tho completion of the new build- 
ing of tho Ghee Kung Tong society on 
Cormorant street, all Chinatown has been 
on the tip toe of expectation for tho dedi- 
cation day and its attendant ceremonies of 
feasting and installation. On Thursday 
tho bulletin boards of Chinatown an- 
nounced that tho new society building 
would bo opanod yesterday, and the spirit 
of Kwan Fu Tez bo invited to re- 
side in the worship room. At 12 o'clock 
on Thursday night gongs wero sounded, 
symbols oianged, and hundreds of fire- 
crackers and bombs made a pandemon- 
euin not only sufficient, to awaken tho 
dead, but intended to awaken the attend- 
ant spirit of Kwan Fu Tsz that they might 
accompany him to tho idol placed in the 
building, where he is supposed to reside 
henceforth. Kwan Fu Tez meaning the 
philosopher, represents the spirit of a 
great Chinese philosopher, next in learn- 
ing to tho great Confucius, who is the em- 
bodiment of a right joub Chinaman. The 
idol that contains the Baored spirit, was 
recently imported from Chin*, and is not 
a bad looking god. tie conveys an idBa 
of majesty and power aa he looks down 
through his cunning oblique eyes upon 
the worshipping subjects. Though plain 
in architecture, the new building is very 
substantial and coat §5000 to build. The 
firat floor ia used for the lodge room and is 
appropriately decorated with banners, 
scrolls, and patriotic inscriptions relating 
to tho old time Chinese government. At 
one end of tho large room a Hinaller room 
is seen, which ia used for the in tifttion of 
new members, ana (he trial of acoused 
persons, in fact, it is a supremo court 
whore laws aro made in opposition to 
thoae of our own courts, and plans ma- 
tured to defeat tho ends of English crim- 
inal procedure against members of tho 
society. On tho flour above the worship 
room is located, and aside from the 
splendid altar surrounding the idol, there 
is very little of interest to a stranger. No 
attempt at tine finish, or freBco work is 
made; all ia plain and in the rough. The 
altar ia an excellent piece of carving and 
months of patient work were consumed 
in its construction. It is black and gilt 
and roaohes to the ceiling like a huge 
canopy over tho throne of a king. IuBiUe 
aits the great philosopher Kwan and on 
Ihb right is hia son exalted to this high 
favor on account of his father's greatness, 
while on the left the attendant looks ask- 
ance at liia lord and master. Suspended 
in front of the idol is a lamp which is 
kupt burning continually, It is emble- 
matic of constancy, oonveying the idea to 
tho members that they must forever con- 
tinue to exeroise good. In front of the 
altar is a large table containing groteaqua 
figures, and a great variety of sacrificial 
offerings, compriaiug flesh, fish and fowl, 
for tho spirits to oat all that is spiritual 
and the chinamen get away with tho sub- 
stance left, which of course is the 
lion's share. A valuable piece 
of Bandal wood leana against 
K wau'a son and pieces are cut from it by 
tho master of ceremonies and characters 
are placed upon them corroponding with a 
book which he has in his possession. It is 
the ctiBtom for a Chinaman about to un- 
dertake any move to pray to Kwan, af- 
ter which he shakes a oup containing 
thoae stiokB and seleots one, which he 
takes tithe master of oeretnonies, who 
refers to his book and tells whether ho 
will bo lucky. If the answer is favorable 
he ttktti foil h with confidence in his luck. 
If the answer is unfavorable no power on 
earth could influence him to attempt his 
undertaking. All the mottoeB arouud 
the walls relate to justice aud the old 
Chinese government, and the workings of 
the society are not unlike masonry. In- 
deed, it is said that they make signs 
which masons of every country under- 
stand . 

This sooiety has excellent rulos and 
regulations ; in fact, thoir name Chee 
Kung Tong moans equity or justice to all. 
The real workings of the society seem to 
be in direct opposition to their mottoes. 
Their principal occupation is to hit mi- 
date Chinamen not members, and every 
Chinese woman who comes to this coun- 
try has a tax levied upon her-huad 
aud they are given no peacu until 
the tax is paid. Tliere are two China- 
women here now notable to pay tho tax 
and they dare not leave the island. They 
live incouttint fear of ttieir lives and 
know they will be marcilosaly pursued 
wherever they go until the amount is 
paid. Tho society says it la just in ex 
torting this money, for if tho woman get) 
m trouble it helpi her. The jostling 
orowd of Chinese ttint in ived about in the 
lodge room IaBt nigl.t, was very serious 
in the formalities attending the 
opening of thuir building, and 
there ia much of a serious nature beueath 
all the show and glamor. Ttioy aro zeal- 
ous workers in the hidden cause of Cinua, 
and their primary object is to overthrow the 
present dynasty and restore tho formergov- 
ernment to China, While they are now 
rebels they wero originally loyal to tho 
Chinese government before being conquered 
by the Manchus, but naturally enough will 
not submit to a goveruuii-nt of lorei^'tiers 
from Tartary over Chinese subjects. Thby 
are vory strong in the Uuited Sintos nud 
thoir workings are carried ou openly, whilo 
in China the greatest sucrosy is observed. 
If any member of this society returns to 
China, and is known to tho government, his 
head is cut otf immediately as that of a 
rebel and traitor. Each year gives them 
additional strength and it will not ho loug 
before an attempt will be inado to overthrow 
Kwong Sui, the present emperor,- and re- 
instate tbo Chinese government, whilo aomo 
member of tho aoeiety will bo made emperor 
of China. Tho Black Flags, who fought 
recently with tho French in China, wero all 
members of this Bocioty aud aro feared by 
the present dynaBty, The Tai Ping rebel- 
lion of thirty years ago was ono attempt of 
this society to get into powor, but it failed. 
They were at that time called tho rod-head- 
ed rebels, because thoy wore rod turbans 
and no queues. It is a mistake to call tbo 
now building a joss house, though it ia a 
place of worship and boars the same rela- 
tion to Chinatown ns our society halls. 
Feasting and sconon of boisterous joviality 
wore kept up until a lato hour last night, 
when tho tired members of tho Chee Kung 
Tong retired aud left tho spirit of Kwan in 
Bolitude.

The wonderful productiveness of 
tho soil in tho valley of tho Fraser, tho 
ready market and high prices which farm 
produce brings in the province, will al- 
ways bo an incentive to the farming in- 
dustry, notwithstanding that some difli- 
eulties may have to be encountered.

General locaw oh the peril in Case of 
,wwJ A Foreign War. 

Kouk island (111.) Dispatch. 

The banquet of the Society of the 
Army of the Tennessee was held to- 
night in the Harper house, the parlors 
and dining room of which was beauti- 
fully decorated for the occasion. The 
veterans enjoyed them selves hugely and 
listened attentively to the utterances 
of the orators, whose telling points 
were applauded tx> the echo. Gen. John 
A. Logan, of course, loomed up M the 
hero of the occasion, and his criticism 
of our defenseless coasts and rotting 
hulks of warships touched d tender 
spot in tho hearts of the men who had 
done so much to save the Union. Gen. 
Logan closed hia address as follows: 

"With a navy barren of ships, guns 
and seamen, and with a g overnment 
hostile to its reconstruction; with tho 
broadest expanse of scacoast of any na- 
tion in the world, naked of armament, 
our .country in a sudden emergency 
would be indeed in a lomentable con- 
dition. But with the inspiration of 
such names as Paul Jones, Decatur, 
Perry and Farragut, backed by the 
never-failing private enterprise of our 
citizens, our disadvantages could be 
but temporary. Let but the emergency 
arise, and America will rule the ways, 
as she lias ever in the past when hor 
title has been disputed. It ia true that 
in these times of peace the glorious 
stars and stripes droop a little at the 
masthead of an ill-equipped and ill-pro- 
vided navy; but in tho dread trial of 
war that proud banner will unfurl its 
folds and be borne in certain triumph. 
Victory is emblazoned in evory star, 
and unconquerable patriotism dyed in 
each crimson bar, and it can not go 
down in defeat. Let our coasts bo to- 
tally unfortified; let our commerce be 
devoid of the protection of a too tardy 
government, and yet the enthusiasm 
inspired by our brilliant naval achieve- 
ments of the past will awaken such 
patriotism as will envolve Borne system 
of defense. When the frightened me- 
tropolis of tho nation lay at the mercy 
of the hated rebel Hi rrinoac her salva- 
tion was wrought by the hand of an in- 
Spired genius. So will it ever be. The 
American people are unconquerable on 
land or sea. Schooled as are our peo- 
ple in an ardent love of country and 
devotion to republican institutions; 
jealous of their honor and proud of 
their achievements, tbey are invinci- 
ble. But why leave our country to this 
last resort? Why should a government 
of such grandeur be suffered to brook 
every insult offered by a first or even 
a third class power unrestrained? How 
much trouble is often averted by an ex- 
hibition merely of force. Our apparent 
weakness invites assault. And while I 
believe in the invincibility of the 
American people under any and all dis- 
advantages, ydt I do not believe they 
should be put to the test when a re- 
spectable naval force would avoid all 

occasion for alarm.

Accounting for the Earth- 
quake on Scientific 
Principles. 

It is a curious fact that some days 
before the earthquake occurred Prof. 
Dawson, addressing tho British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science 
said that "it was possible that there 
soon would be, or might oven now be 
in progress, a new settlement of the 
bed of the Atlantic ocean," This state- 
ment of possibilities, reads almost like 
prophecy in view of what has since 
occurred, and it is in marked accord 
with the theory advanced by Prof. Mc- 
Gee of the geological survey that what 
has taken place is what he describes as 
"seaward slip." What ho means by this 
expression is thus indicated: 

It is a movoment of the coustal plain 
toward the sea. Let me say in round 
terms that we divide the region this 
side of the Appalachian range into 
two portions. The granite or gneiss 
formation is called the Piedmont 
escarpment and extends from moun- 
tain ranges to about where Columbia 
is. The region this side of that is made 
up of what we call fragraental rock, 
and is called the coastal plain. The 
theory is that this coastul plain has 
simply slipped seaward a bit, and that 
the displacement produced the shock 
or tremor. 

As to the cause of this "slip" Prof. 
McGee says that there is a tendency in 
that direction. Imagine a surface 

slightly inclined with the coastal plain 
overlying it, and a sharp depression ex- 
isting somewhere a hundred miles or 
so out at sea, and the tendency of the 
plain toward that depression is check- 
ed only by [the resistance of friction. 
A point is reached, however, perheps 
bv reason of the readjustment of the 
earth's surface constantly going on, 
or by the deposits brought by the 
great rivers, where the pressure over- 
comes the resistance, and then a slip 
occurrs.
